WASHINGTON 
(/P)—W. Averell 
Harriman said today he believes tha 
Kremlin now regards the Commun­ 
ist attack in Korea as “a major 
blunder.” 
“They expected to attain an easy 
victory, demoralize the United Na­ 
tions, and discredit American lead­ 
ership,” he said. 
“Not only has 
this plan failed, but the aggression 
in Korea has aroused our country 
and our allies to undertake greatly 
accelerated 
rearmament for de­ 
fense.” 
Harriman, former ambassador to 
Moscow and now a special assistant 
to President Truman, was before the 
House Foreign Affairs committee to 
urge prompt enactment of the ad­ 
ministration’s $8300,000,000 foreign 
aid program for 1952. The money 
would go for both economic and 
arms aid. 
Harriman said one danger con­ 
fronting the United States is infla­ 
tion, but “perhaps the greatest dan­ 
ger of all is the danger of relaxa­ 
tion” in contemplation bf a Kor­ 
ean truce. 
He added: 
“The Kremlin would like nothing 
better than to have us think that 
we can safely relax, while the Sov­ 
iets continue to build their military 
strength.” 
Hardiman said the United States 
is “now in the acute phases of the 
struggle” against Communist im­ 
perialism, and it will require “very 
great” rearmament efforts for the 
next three or four years.

First work will be the filling of

street.

Mayor Goecker made an appeal to 
motorists asking that as little traf­ 
fic as possible flow over the street 
while under repairs. 
He said the street will not be 
closed and that persons living in 
the vicinity of Tamalpais drive will 
have a thoroughfare to their homes. 
But he asked that during the 
street repairing on Tamalpais drive, 
persons coming into and leaving 
Corte Madera use either routes from 
Mill Valley or Kentfield, leaving 
Highway 101 at Greenbrae or Alto 
Wyes. 
Contract for the filling job, esti­ 
mated to cost about $2,500 was 
awarded to Roy Segarini, San An­ 
selmo. Other contracts are sched­ 
uled to be discussed at a council 
meeting Friday night. 
Although the council has not yet

Harriman 
Says Reds 
Blundered 


WASHINGTON «*>—W. Averell 
Harriman said today he believes the 
Kremlin now regards the Commun­ 
ist attack in Korea as "a major 
blunder.” 
“They expected to attain an easy 
victory, demoralize the United Na­ 
tions, and discredit American lead­ 
ership,” he said. 
“Not only has 
this plan failed, but the aggression 
in Korea has aroused our country 
and our allies to undertake greatly 
accelerated rearmament for de­ 
fense.” 
Harriman, former ambassador to 
Moscow and now a special assistant 
to President Truman, was before the 
House Foreign Affairs committee to 
urge prompt enactment of the ad­ 
ministration’s $8,500,000,000 foreign 
aid program for 1952. The money 
would go for both economic and 
arms aid. 
Harriman said one danger con­ 
fronting the United States Is infla­ 
tion, but “perhaps the greatest dan­ 
ger of all is the danger of relaxa­ 
tion” in contemplation bf a Kor­ 
ean trace. 
He added: 
“The Kremlin would like nothing 
better than to have us think that 
we can safely relax, while the .Sov­ 
iets continue to build their military 
strength.” 
Hardiman said the United States 
is “now in the acute phases of the 
struggle” against Communist im­ 
perialism, and it will require “very 
great” rearmament efforts for the 
next three or four years. 
In the other side of the capítol, 
Senator Sparkman (D-Ala.) said in 
an Interview that the United States 
must not accept any peace agree­ 
ment that makes the 38th parallel 
an international boundary between 
two Koreas.

Stalin because it means “steel” in 
Russian. 
Kim H Sung’s real name is Kim 
Sung Chu. He was bom some 39 building 
of 40 years ago near the North 
Korean capital of Pyongyang. 
So 
far as the western world knows, 
there are gaps in his life that never 
have been filled in. 
It is known 
definitely that he studied at a mili­ 
tary academy in China and then 
went on to Mgs» ow to take a post­ 
graduate course. It was then that 
he found favor with the Russian 
Communist leaders. 
The fact that he is Stalin’s man 
became known in 1945 when the 
Russion army moved into North Ko-

By HARRY FERGUSON 
United Press Foreign News Editor 
Despite all the things that have 
happened to him in the last year, 
Stalin’s man still is in the saddle in 
North Korea. . The exchange of 
messages between the United Na­ 
tions commander and the Commun­ 
ists has brought out the fact the 
mysterious Korean known as Kim II 
Sung is still doing business at the 
same stand. 
His North Korean army was pretty 
well smashed to pieces after the al­ 
lied landing at Inchon. 
If the 
Chinese Reds had not jumped into 
the war, the U.N. army would have 
swept the enemy entirely out of 
North Korea and Kim II Sung 
would have been swept right along 
with it. Few top Communists could 
have survived the setbacks suffered 
by Kim H Sung. 
.After the Inchon landing there 
were reports that things—none of 
them good—had happened to Kim 
He had been relieved of his com­ 
mand; he had been shot; he was a 
prisoner in Moscow; he had commit­ 
ted suicide. But on Sunday, wjhen the 
Communists answered up to Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway on the matter 
of discussing a cease-fire,, one of 
the names signed to the message 
was Kim II Sung. 
Like most Communist leaders, 
that isn’t his real name. It appears

Stalin 
was born Joseph Vissarionovich 
Djugashvilll. He adopted the name 
Stalin because it means “steer* in 
Russian. 
Kim II Sung’s real name is Kim 
Sung Chu. He was born some 39 
of 40 years ago near the North 
Korean capital, of Pyongyang. So 
far as the western world knows, 
there are gaps in his life that never 
have been, filled in. It is known 
definitely that he studied at a mili­ 
tary academy in China and then 
went on. to Moscow to take a post­ 
graduate course. It was then that 
he found favor with the Russian 
Communist leaders. 
The fact that he Is Stalin’s man 
became known in 1945 when the 
Russion army moved, into North Ko­ 
rea. Kim II Sung came with them. 
There had been a famous bandit 
leader named Kim, II Sung—a, sort 
of Korean Robin Hood who was 
popular with the masses. Apparently 
the Russians did nothing to straight­ 
en out the North Korean population 
on whether this was the original 
Kim. II Sung despite the fact that 
that original one had been dead for 
years. 
Stalin may have plotted the Ko­ 
rean war from the Kremlin as part 
of the strategy of international 
Communism, but it was Kim. II, Sung 
who gave the signal that started the 
war. In the early days of the war 
he proved that be had, learned 
plenty in the military academies in 
China and Moscow. He was quick 
to spot the weaknesses in. the U.N., 
lines and equally quick to exploit 
them. 
He will be a tough man to nego­ 
tiate with. The mere fact that he 
has been successful in riding out one 
of .international Communism’s 'worst 
debacles proves that he is no ordi­ 
nary person in the eyes of the Krem­ 
lin. 


many other towns have 
been completely levelled, only about 
one-third of Kaesong appeared de­ 
stroyed.

The columns of the white stone 
city hall, which might be used as 
the conference site, gleamed in the 
bright sunshine.

Another large modern looking 
building stood intact except for 
broken windows and a missing hand 
from the face of a clock. 
Kaesong was a school town, much 
like college towns in the United 
States. Several red brick school 
houses appeared little touched by 
bombs or artillery. 
Except for the three civilians,, the 
streets were deserted but sur­ 
prisingly clean. We were unable to 
locate even a cart along the streets 
or a tank trap or other obstacles. 
At the edge of the city a line of 
knocked-out railroad cars rested on 
the tracks on the main railroad. It 
passes through Kaesong, running 
from, Pusan to Seoul to Mukden, 
Manchuria. 
We saw no traffic on the main 
highway which runs through, Kae­ 
song to Pyongyang, the North 
Korean capital. 
As we circled over the city the 
last time, we noted a barren flag- ¡ 
pole rising from the top of the city 
hall. Perhaps it is waiting to sup­ 
port the United Nations standard.

July 4, 1776 was the day on* which the 
Aiatrkati patriots declared their intention to 
break away from the tyranny of English rule. 
But it took years of har* fighting and sacrifice 
to achieve that end. 
And it has uken added 
years of struggle and toil to protect what was 
\ on. 


Even at this very moment in Korea, the 
flower of America’s youth is fighting, suffer* 
ing, sweating, bleeding and esen dying to 
preserve us from the threat of Communist 
aggression. 
So it is an appropriate time for thoughts 
like those expressed by a fellow editor, George 
Murphy Jr., of the Manteca Bulletin.» Here is 
what he wrote for his paper recently: 
We would like to apoloize to all servicemen 
—it seems we have been developing a case of 
“civilianitis." 
T hat means a lot of crying 
about life on the home front. 
We were lying in bed the other night worry­ 
ing about this and that—when we heard our 
conscience open fire. O ur conscience made a 
little speech like this: 
Yoq’re worried, aren't you, Murph? You’ve 
got big problems. 
Things look tough next 
year. No new cars, maybe—so maybe no auto­ 
mobile ads. 
T h at’s a good chunk of your 
revenue, isn't it? 
You’ve got payments at the 
bank to meet and maybe you can’t get enough 
newsprint to put out enough pages to make 
the payments. 
Things are sure rough. 
But how about the boys in Koreat What 
have they got to lose? Not much—they don't 
own anything. No, they have much to lose— 
just their lives. 
Ever stop to think that about one in each 
1,500 is saving your comfortable neck? That’s 
right, there’s only about 100,000 of our men 
in Korea. 
And how many men are 42,000? 
Why, that’s no crowd at all, is it? 
But that’s 
a lot of men to stop bullets in a little place 
like Korea. 
And that’s how many casualties 
we've 1 d over there so far. 
It might be a tough year, all right. No gaso­ 
line, shoe shortage, high prices for eggs, coffee 
. . . You don’t think there’s much to look for­ 
ward to, do you? 
T he trouble is, you forget too easilv. 
You 
forget that this war is just as tough as the last 
one-or maybe tougher. 
But you don’t think 
it’s so bad—because you’re not in it. 
What 
does a casualty list mean? 
N o th in g but a 
bunch of figures. 
Well, just remember one thing—those guys 
are just about the same as they were last time. 
And they’re having the same horrible things 
happen to them . . . 
T hink back a few years. 
Remember Sam 
Neville. He was the first man you saw die at 
Pearl Harbor. You remember Sam. 
He was 


that guy in division you always thought looked 
awfully old to be a third class radioman. 
Remember how you were standing on the sec­ 
ond deck and watched Sam run down that 
ladder? He slipped, and was wedged between 
the ladder steps, flat on his back. 
T he guys 
at Pearl Harbor were panicky. They came down 
that ladder behind Sam and, one by one, they 
stepped in his face. 
That was panic. Don’t think for a m inute 
that there wasn’t plenty of panic when the 
Chinese broke through in Korea. And there

was some nice old guy like Sam Neville there, 
too. 
Remember T erlini? 
A lw ays good for a 
laugh — the ship's comedian. But he wasn’t 
laughing the last time you saw* him. 
You 
looked up quick to secondary aft when you 
felt the heat. 
It wasn’t a pretty sight. 
T he 
first one you saw was Terlizzi. He was swaying 
back and forth on the gun platform, his mouth 
working like he was trying to talk. 
He still 
had his phones on—but no clothes. They were 
burned off and his flesh hung down from his 
body in strips. He was dead when you got up 
there. 
Somewhere in Korea is a guy just like Ter- 
hzzi. Maybe he burned in a tank, a ieep or an 
airplane. Maybe he was just Number 31,467 
on some casualty list . . . but to some people 
he was a nice guy with a sense of humor and 
had a name like Terlizzi. 
And Boat* Power. A nice guy with a crooked 
smile. 
One of the best little gunners in the 
business. 
That torpedo plane got him. 
You 
took a chipping iron and scraped him a wav 
from his 20 mm gun where his flesh had fushed 
with the metal. 
A lot of guys in Korea have 
been scraped up by their buddies. 
And what about Smooge Schroeder. 
Used 
to be a wrestler in a carnival as tough as they 
came. 
He was always good for a laugh, too. 
Take that night when the first big shell 
screamed over the fan tail. 
Smooge shouted, 
"I’m a lover, not a fighter" and your nerves 
felt better after laughing at his joke. 
W hen 
that next shell hit, you both went down to­ 
gether. Only Schroeder didn’t get up—he was 
cut in two by a chunk of hot metal. 
That’s the night you realized that war is a 
bloody mess. You used to think people got 
killed with neat little bullet holes. But they 
don’t. They usually get smashed up 
. 
There are probably a few guys in Korea like 
Jack McBride. 
W hen the chips were down, 
he came through. 
You’ve always wondered 
what made Jack do what he did the night the 
shell hit your gun. 
He was down in the 
director tub and lost both legs at the knees. 
But somehow he crawled out of the tub, 
dragged himself across the deck, crawled down 
the ladder into chief’s quarters and backed up 
in a corner, where he died. 
And when they cariied you down to chief’s 
quarters, the first thing you saw in the dim 
light was Jack. You felt a little sick to your 
stomach. 
Wonder how many guys in Korea 
are feeling the same way? 
And when they set your stretcher down on 
the table, you didn’t feel very funny, did you? 
T he doc cut your pants away and you could 
see bones sticking th ro u g h the flesh. 
You 
turned away and saw Sig Hanna on the next 
table. 
He was half propped up against a 
stanchion and you could see his guts oozing 
through the holes in his shirt. Remember how 
he leaned over a little and said, "Howya doing! 
Gunner. 
Isn’t this a helluva way to make a 
living?” And in 20 minutes, he was dead. 
Korea is full of gu\s—good American guys— 
who can cract a smile 20 minutes before they 
die. 
And you’re worried about the piice of eggs? 
Quit worrying . . . forget it . . . you never had 
it so good.

War Threat Will Be 


Worst When Satellite 


Armies Are Trained

BELGRADE—There used to be 
a children’s game akin to 20 ques­ 
tions, in which “it,” the possessor 
of the secret, employed the omi­ 
nous formula, * Heavy, heavy, what 
hangs over?“ Guessing the Krem­ 
lin’s future purposes is a bit like 
playing this game. But it is at 
least possible to discern the heavy 
and increasing threat that hangs 
over Europe as a whole and this 
country in particular. 
The rearmament of the Soviet 
Union’s Eastern European satel­ 
lites is what has convinced the 
Yugoslav leaders that war within 
12 months is at best decidedly pos­ 
sible, if not downright probable or 
unavoidable. 


AS STATED IN a previous re­ 
port in this space, the chief men 
here believe that the Masters of 
the Kremlin, instead of planning 
any immediate attack, are now 
seeking to open the way for easy 
conquests by splitting the Western 
alliance. This Is of course the ex­ 
planation of the strange Parisian 
comedy concerning the proposed 
Big Pour Foreign Ministers meet­ 
ing. The facte about satellite re­ 
armament are enough to show why 
the Yugoslav leaders are also con­ 
vinced that a period of the most 
acute danger will begin before an­ 
other twelve months have passed, 
even if the Western alliance re­ 
mains firm and united in the 
meanwhile. 
In brief, the serious build-up of 
satellite strength was significantly 
started shortly after the Ameri­ 
can response to the challenge in 
Korea. At the same time, the Sov­ 
iets also launched their program 
to put their own armies in East­ 
ern Germany, Poland and the 
Carpatho-Ukraine on a footing of 
immediate offensive readiness. Of 
these two efforts, the satellite 
build-up, at first too inconspicu­ 
ous to cause »alarm, has now 
emerged as the more important. 


WHAT HAS HAPPENED already, 
is the transformation of ill-armed, 
ill-led 
and 
ill-trained 
satellite 
armies, which formerly served es­ 
sentially as local police, into com­ 
bat-ready forces. What is still go­ 
ing on, is the strengthening of 
these satellites armies both by pro­ 
vision of great quantities of addi­ 
tional heavy equipment, and by in­ 
creasing the number of divisions 
available. 
The whole vast process, which 
is going forward all over Eastern 
Europe, is uniformly directed by 
high Russian officers assisted by 
Russian training missions. To pro­ 
vide this direction was the primary 
purpose of the dispatch to Poland 
of that great “Polish patriot,” Field 
Marshal Rokossovsky. In the other 
satellites, the Soviet commanders 
are more carefully disguised as 
military attaches. 


BUT THE TRUE FUNCTION of 
these “attaches’* is revealed by 
their rank—Col. Gen. Ousev is in 
command in Czechoslovakia, Lt. 
Gen. Boiko in Hungary and Lt. 
Gen. Kalanov in Romania. And 
the true purview of their work is 
shown by the mere size of their 
staffs—in 
Czechoslovakia 
alone, 


most Americans, whether they live 
in city or town or on the farm, 
really dwell in a small community 
made up of the people they know.

THIS GIVES FORTY-SIX exist­ 
ing satellite divisions, including a 
substantial number of armored 
divisions, without counting either 
the Bereitschaften in East Ger­ 
many or any forces in Albania. 
The expansion of satellite armies 
already detected will provide a 
total of fifty-five divisions by next 
spring, and no one will be sur­ 
prised if sixty divisions actually 
appear in the field. Of these 
armies, thirty-six divisions in Hun­ 
gary. Romania and Bulgaria will 
stand upon Yugoslavia’s borders. 
And these are cautious Western 
estimates. The Yugoslavs think 
their neighbors alone already have 
more than 800,000 men under arms. 
Intensive 
training 
programs, 
with heavy emphasis on the re­ 
placement of older and less reliable 
officers and NCOs with Russian- 
schooled Communist activists, are 
being carried on in all the satel­ 
lites. Among Yugoslavia’s neigh­ 
bors, air force candidates are also 
being sent back to Russia for jet 
pilot training and border fortifi­ 
cations and airfield nets are being 
constructed. Other striking signs 
are the reported program to expel 
the gigantic total of 250.000 “non 
military” citizens from Budapest, 
and the building of a great high­ 
way for military transport from 
the forbidden Black sea ports of 
Burgas and Varna across Bulgaria 
to the Yugoslav border. 


ALL THIS ACTIVITY further 
appears to be keyed to a time 
schedule calling for the satellite 
armies to be fully organized and 
trained, with all their heavy and 
other equipment and reserves in 
hand and their supporting facili­ 
ties completed, by April or May of 
1952. 
Earlier aggression is not exclud­ 
ed, particularly if the Western 
powers show signs of disagreement 
or are weakened by a disaster on 
their flanks such as threatens in 
Iran. But the worst danger period 
is expected to begin when and if 
the satellite armies achieve full 
preparedness next spring. 


Anyone who rejects the Yugo­ 
slav view that the danger will then 
be very grave indeed, must be very 
wishful or very foolish or very 
frivolous or combine all three 
qualities.

TODAY'S BUSINESS MIRROR 
Business Leading 'Double 
Life/ Analyst Declares 


(Editors Note: This is the sec­ 
ond of two columns by Sam 
Dawson, AP business news an­ 
alyst, reviewing the effects of the 
first six months of 1951 on busi­ 
ness and industry.)

NEW YORK i/P) — Business at 
mid-year is leading a double life. 
Industries tied in with the de­ 
fense effort, directly or indirectly, 
are booming, straining facilities, 
fretting at material shortages and 
red tape that holds them back. 
Industries and merchants who 
deal with the citizen instead of 
Uncle Sam are likely to be worried 
now over the fruits of their bad 
Judgment at the start of the year 
-over-buying may have stacked 
up costly inventories, and over­ 
pricing may have frightened away 
customers. 
As a result we have at one end, 
total industrial production at a 
peak, national income rising, em­ 
ployment rising, corporate earnings 
at an all-time high. 
At the other, production cut 
backs, layoffs, retail price wars, 
weakening prices for many raw 
materials, tightening money condi­ 
tions, and the steady inroads of 
mounting taxes 
and increasing 
government controls. 


HERE IS WHAT THE FIRST 
six months of 1951 have dealt out 
to business in general in produc­ 
tion, shortages, 
controls, 
taxes, 
earnings and dividends: 
Production: 
The total output of mills, fac­ 
tories and mines rose during the 
first six months, but at a slower 
pace than in the months immedi­ 
ately after Korea. Some industries 
faltered badly, but those tied to 
defense rose to new records. 
Steel—m each of the last 17 
weeks output has topped two mil­ 
lion tons. The six months total 
will "be around 52.4 million tons, 
against 47.2 million in the first 
half of 1950. 
Oil-Producing at a record rate 
of 6.1 million barrels a day as de­ 
mand proved unexpectedly high, 
oilmen expect to drill 44,000 new 
wells this year, if steel is forth­ 
coming. 
Non-ferrous metals — copper, 
zinc, lead aluminum production is 
at full tilt and supplies tight. 
Electric power—hit a record high 
in February and declined season­ 
ally until late May. Present output 
tops last year by 12 per cent. 
Railroad 
equipment 
— 
more 
freight cars being built than at 
any time since the spring of 1949, 
and a record number of locomo­ 
tives are on order. Carloadings are 
now the highest since last Novem­ 
ber, as the new crop season starts. 


CONSTRUCTION—TOTALS are 
running 10 per cent above last 
year. Housing is cut back about 20 
per cent by government curbs, but 
industrial expansion takes up the 
alack, with $11.5 billion spent in 
the first half of the year, and 
fourth quarter plans calling for an 
annual rate of $23.9 billion. 
Civilian goods: 
Autos — three nhllion cars were 
made in the first six months, just 
under last year s mark. Production 
is slowing down now because of 
metal shortages and faltering sales 
due to credit curbs. 
Textiles — production and saiea 
started the year at record rates 
and then faltered under a glut of 
inventories from stores to mills. 
Television—top-heaty inventories 
and uncertainty over color TV sent 
the industry into a tailspin in 
March. Production dropped by half 


in April, skidded still lower in 
May. 
Home appliances—also had in­ 
ventory pile-ups, and now is beset 
by metal shortages. 
Taxes: 
Taxes have gone up to pay for 
defense and still higher ones are 
being asked. 
The treasury lost $3 billion of 
its gold hoard to other nations in 
the last year and a half, but since 
March gold stocks have held at 
$21.7 billion, still the largest store 
in the world. 
Earnings: 
Higher taxes took a big bite out 
of corporate earnings, but first half 
profits may hold 
around one- 
fourth higher than last year. 
For every company that cut or 
omitted dividends this year, ten 
increased them. The majority held 
to the old rate. 


FEWER PEOPLE ARE starting 
new businesses, incorporating run­ 
ning about nine per cent below 
a year ago. But business failures 
have been below last year’s figures 
every month this year. 
Controls: 
Business-as-usual began to shift 
over to business - under - controls. 
The future of the governments 
control program was the chief 
question mark at the mid-year. 
Spending for defense, now at a 
$25 billion a year clip, is climbing 
toward a $52 billion rate by the 
end of the year, assuring prosperity 
for many industries. 
Shortages of metals and chemi­ 
cals plague many industries. The 
National Production Authority lists 
151 of the 558 materials used by 
defense industries as “very short.”

Hungary and Czechoslo­ 
vakia, where the training program 
is most retarted, are believed to 
have today five and eleven divi­ 
sions respectively, but Hungary is 
creating five more divisions, while 
Czechoslovakia 
is 
preparing 
at 
least two additional. Finally, Po­ 
land is credited with a minimum 
of sixteen divisions, of which two 
are armored already and two more 
are being converted. 


THIS GIVES FORTY-SIX exist­ 
ing satellite divisions, including a 
substantial number of armored 
divisions, without counting either 
the Bereitschaften in East Ger­ 
many or any forces in Albania. 
The expansion of satellite armies 
already detected will provide a 
total of fifty-five divisions by next 
spring, and no one will be sur­ 
prised if sixty divisions actually 
appear in the field. Of these 
armies, thirty-six divisions in Hun­ 
gary, Romania and Bulgaria will 
stand upon Yugoslavia's borders. 
And these are cautious Western 
estimates. The Yugoslavs think 
their neighbors alone already have 
more than 800,000 men under arms. 
Intensive 
training 
programs, 
with heavy emphasis on the re­ 
placement of older and less reliable 
officers and NCOs with Russian- 
schooled Communist activists, are 
being carried on in all the satel­ 
lites. Among Yugoslavia’s neigh­ 
bors, air force candidates are also 
being sent back to Russia for jet 
pilot training and border fortifi­ 
cations and airfield nets are being 
constructed. Other striking signs 
are the reported program to expel 
the gigantic total of 250.000 "non 
military” citizens from Budapest, 
and the building of a great high­ 
way for military transport from 
the forbidden Black sea ports of 
Burgas and Varna across Bulgaria 
to the Yugoslav border. 


ALL THIS ACTIVITY further 
appears to be keyed to a time 
schedule calling for the satellite 
armies to be fully organized and 
trained, with all their heavy and 
other equipment and reserves in 
hand and their supporting facili­ 
ties completed, by April or May of 
1952. 
Earlier aggression is not exclud­ 
ed, particularly if the Western 
powers show signs of disagreement 
or are weakened by a disaster on 
their flanks such as threatens in 
Iran. But the worst danger period 
is expected to begin when and if 
the satellite armies achieve full 
preparedness next spring. 


Anyone who rejects the Yugo­ 
slav view that the danger will then 
toe very grave indeed, must toe very 
wishful or very foolish or very 
frivolous or combine all three 
qualities.

Business Leading 'Double 
Life/ Analyst Declares

NEW YORK m — Business at 
mid-year is leading a double life. 
Industries tied in with the de­ 
fense effort, directly or indirectly, 
are booming, straining facilities, 
fretting at material shortages and 
red tape that holds them back. 
Industries and merchants who 
deal with the citizen instead of 
Uncle Sam are likely to be worried 
now over the fruits of their bad 
Judgment at the start of the year 
—over-buying may have stacked 
up costly inventories, and over­ 
pricing may have frightened away 
customers. 
As a result we have at one end, 
total Industrial production at a 
peak, national income rising, em­ 
ployment rising, corporate earnings 
at an all-time high. 
At the other, production cut 
backs, layoffs, retail price wars, 
weakening prices for many raw 
materials, tightening money condi­ 
tions, and the steady inroads of 
mounting taxes and increasing 
government controls.

Then 
when you are a big boy you can 
be a comic and earn a lot of pin 
money for your dear old mother.”

But Herb Shriner, the youngest 
and latest of Indiana's notable 
Hoosier humorists, says It isn’t 
that easy. It takes more than 
funny faces and pratt falls. 
"THE MOST I M P O R T A N T 
thing to a comic is a good mem­ 
ory,” he said, and added wryly, 
"whether for your own jokes—or 
somebody else s.” 
He didn’t mean just the average 
parrot memory, however. If that 
were all a comedian required, lots 
of henpecked husbands would be 
laughing at their wives all day 
long—and trying to get them into 
show business. 
"I could sit down and reel off 
500 to 1,000 jokes probably,” said 
Shriner. "But anyone can memor­ 
ize joke books. I don’t like to clut­ 
ter up my mind with formula gags 
about fat girls or long underwear.” 
Some professional comics keep 
thousands of these weary wise­ 
cracks at tongue tip, ready for any 
situation. Shriner’s stock in trade 
is some 250 carefully WTitten mono­ 
logues, centering largely around 
odd characters or incidents he has 
observed. This is where he feels 
a "seeing eye” memory is import­ 
ant. 


"ALMOST EVERYTHING that 
has happened to me in my life has 
turned out to be useful for me in 
my work,” he said. "I like the kind 
of humor that makes people laugh 
at themselves—or people they rec­ 
ognize—because it rings a bell of 
nostalgia.” 
To do this he has gone back to 
the small town, because he feels 


most Americans, whether they live 
in city or town or on the farm, 
really dwell in a small community 
made up of the people they know. 
■Some dreamers "live in a world 
all their own.” Shriner has become 
successful by creating a world of 
his own in which anyone can share 
a laugh. 
"It is a mythical small town ” he 
said, “where people looking for ex­ 
citement on Saturday go over to 
the barber shop to watch a few 
haircuts. 
"There isn’t any banker there, 
because of lack of business. Any­ 
body who saves up money uses it 
to leave towrn. 
"IT’S THE KIND of towrn in 
which one fellow who found a 
nickel in a potato became a local 
celebrity. 
Everybody 
knew 
one 
politician who was elected sheriff 
was. an honest man, because the 
first thing he did was to arrest 
the previous sheriff. Later he be­ 
came postmaster, but the pay wTas 
small. He would have starved ex­ 
cept for what he got by shaking 
the parcel post packages.” 
This native, fun-poking brand of 
humor has led critics to call Shrin­ 
er "The Indiana Will Rogers.” He 
admires Will Rogers but doesn’t 
care for the nickname, feeling any 
performer has to make it on his 
own. Rogers w^ent from rope tricks 
to monologues. Herb started with 
a harmonica, and still uses it. 
At 33, tall, wavy-haired and shy 
as Ernie Pyla in manner, Shriner 
is getting homesick for the small 
town in his own mind, the small 
town that has made him a top 
bracket chuckle-smtth. 
"Living in a big city is like hang­ 
ing from a cliff,” he said seriously. 
Now he is searching for an ideal 
small town where the Shriners’ 
can live and laugh at their neigh­ 
bors—and at themselves.

HERE IS WHAT THE FIRST 
six months of 1951 have dealt out 
to business in general in produc­ 
tion, shortages, 
controls, taxes, 
earnings and dividends: 
Production: 
The total output of mills, fac­ 
tories and mines rose during the 
first six months, but at a slower 
pace than in the months immedi­ 
ately after Korea. Some industries 
faltered badly, but those tied to 
defense rose to new records. 
Steel—in each of the last 17 
weeks output has topped two mil­ 
lion tons. The six months total 
will be around 52.4 million tons, 
against 47.2 million in the first 
half of 1950. 
Oil-Producing at a record rate 
of 6.1 million barrels a day as de­ 
mand proved unexpectedly high, 
oilmen expect to drill 44,000 new 
wells this year, if steel is forth­ 
coming. 
Non-ferrous metals — copper, 
zinc, lead aluminum production is 
at full tilt and supplies tight. 
Electric power—hit a record high 
in February and declined season­ 
ally until late May. Present output 
tops last year by 12 per cent. 
Railroad 
equipment 
— more 
freight cars being built than at 
any time since the spring of 1949, 
and a record number of locomo­ 
tives are on order. Carloadings are 
now the highest since last Novem­ 
ber, as the new crop season starts. 


CONSTRUCTION—TOTALS are 
running 10 per cent above last 
year. Housing is cut back about 20 
per cent by government curbs, but 
industrial expansion takes up the 
alack, with $11.5 billion spent in 
the first half of the year, and 
fourth quarter plans calling for an 
annual rate of $23.9 billion. 
Civilian goods: 
Autos — three ntillion cars were 
made in the first six months, Just 
under last year's mark. Production 
is slowing down now because of 
metal shortages and faltering sales 
due to credit curbs. 
Textiles — production and sales 
started the year at record rates 
and then faltered under a glut of 
Inventories from stores to mills. 
Television—top-heaiy inventories 
and uncertainty over color TV sent 
the industry into a taüspin in 
March. Production dropped by half 


in April, skidded still lower in 
May. 
Home appliances—also had In­ 
ventory pile-ups, and now is beset 
by metal shortages. 
Taxes: 
Taxes have gone up to pay for 
defense and still higher ones are 
being asked. 
The treasury lost $3 billion of 
Its gold hoard to other nations in 
the last year and a half, but since 
March gold stocks have held at 
$21.7 billion, still the largest store 
In the world. 
Earnings: 
Higher taxes took a big bite out 
of corporate earnings, but first half 
profits may hold around one- 
fourth higher than last year. 
For every company that cut or 
omitted dividends this year, ten 
increased them. The majority held 
to the old rate. 


FEWER PEOPLE ARE starting 
new businesses, incorporating run­ 
ning about nine per cent below 
a year ago. But business failures 
have been below last year's figures 
every month this year. 
Controls: 
Business-as-usual began to shift 
over to business - under - controls. 
The future of the government's 
control program was the chief 
question mark at the mid-year. 
Spending for defense, now at a 
$25 billion a year clip, is climbing 
toward a $52 billion rate by the 
end of the year, assuring prosperity 
for many industries. 
Shortages of metals and chemi­ 
cals plague many industries. The 
National Production Authority lists 
151 of the 558 materials used by 
defense industries as "very short.”

By the end of the 
year what's left over is to be allo­ 
cated among civilian users. 
Outlook: 
The chief uncertainties: what 
congress will do about taxes and 
controls.

The recently uncovered Brewers* 
political fund, disbursed wdthout 
vouchers, the whisky men’s politi­ 
cal fund, beer and whisky control 
of Legislatures and of law enforce­ 
ment departments, the increasing 
scandals of the saloons, the impu­ 
dent defiance of public opinion, 
have landed the liquor lads just 
about where they were in publio 
esteem when, in self-defense, th* 
American people adopted national 
prohibition. 
Of the then conditions, the Chi­ 
cago Tribune, in its issue for July 
11, 1917, declared: 


"If the secret records of th t 
brewing and distilling Industrie* 
were ever brought to light, they 
would tell a story of social and 
political corruption unequaled in 
the annals of our history. If th» 
veritable narrative of the Ameri­ 
can saloon were ever written, It 
would make the decadence of Rom* 
look like an age of pristine purity 
in comparison.” 


More than half the states of th» 
Union met the challenge by adopt­ 
ing state prohibition. California 
placed a state prohibition measure 
on the 1914 ballot. Of it, the Sac­ 
ramento Bee, consistently anti- 
prohibition, declared in its issue of 
January 8, 1914: 


"And if the beer, w ine and liquor 
interests should elect not to repent 
and reform, and still prohibition 
should not win this year—or if, 
promising to repent and reform, 
they should return to their evil 
ways—the result would be th* 
Dead Sea fruit of a victory that 
wfouId turn to ashes on their lips; 
for the battle would be renewed at 
the next election, and prohibition 
then would sweep the State of Cal­ 
ifornia like a prairie fire.” 


Five years later the Legislatures 
of the forty-eight states voted on 
the Eighteenth Amendment to th* 
Federal Constitution (Prohibition), 
Once again an awakened publio 
is evincing support of drastic ac­ 
tion against the increasing evils of 
the liquor traffic.

Nowhere has our ’hinking changed 
more radically than in cases of frac­ 
tures of the hip, so frequent in the 
aged. Formerly, such patients were 
examined to oee if it would be safe 
to operate: today, they are examined 
to see if operation can be safely de­ 
layed. 
In other words, the value of early 
operation is now’ clearly understood, 
and the penalties of keeping an 
aged patient in bed, for long periods 
of time thoroughly demonstrated. 
Among these are heart failure, 
pneumonia, and other serious con­ 
ditions. 
On the other hand, new 
surgical techniques make operation 
much safer than it formerly was.

discuss specific proposals in his de­ 
partment. 
Administrative Officer—**. . . the 
creation of the position of county 
administrative officer would be in 
the interests of improved efficiency 
and economy.’* 
This position is necessary, the re­ 
port states, in order to give cen­ 
tralized, coordinated, and continu­ 
ous management of the “vital and 
complex’* county government. 
Decision on service to be render­ 
ed is. a legislative function of the 
Board of Supervisors, while seeing 
the people are hired, organizations 
formed, etc., are the kinds of things 
that should be in the hands of a 
centralized manager, the Kroeger 
firm recommended. 
Duties of the administrative of­ 
ficer, who would receive a monthly 
salary of from $743 to $929, include 
supervision of the budget, maintain­ 
ing general supervision over depart­ 
ments, conducting research and 
planning for the supervisors, direct­ 
ing maintenance of buildings and 
grounds, directing the personnel 
program, and directing of purchase, 
inventory and control of all county 
property and supplies. 
The report also discusses the pos­ 
sibility of a county charter, but 
recommends against such a step 
now. ""‘To complete the proceedings 
required for a new charter would 
require a good deal of time; and 
in the meantime we see many im­ 
provements which can be made with­ 
out a charter.” 
Civil Service — County govern­ 
ment ** . . . will be performed ef­ 
fectively anfl economically only to 
the extent that the individuals in­ 
volved have skills, abilities and 
knowledges required, proper train­ 
ing, propel supervision and Incen­ 
tives of money, prestige and reason­ 
able security.” 
Recommendation of the report is 
that the county pass an. ordinance 
adopting a civil service system es­ 
tablishing a basis for personnel 
management in the “best principles 
of merit.” 
Other personnel recommenda­ 
tions include a five day wee!: for 
all employees except in the fire de­ 
partment, sheriff’s office, and coun­ 
ty farm, and an 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
working day for county offices. 
Fiscal Management — The object 
is “to bring together like functions 
and to organize them under con­ 
tinuous central executive supervi­ 
sion.” 
Recommendations of the six- 
month study are that the county 
administrative officer should pre­ 
pare the preliminary budget, each 
department should receive a month­ 
ly statement of his fiscal standing, 
central control should be estab­ 
lished over expenditures, a new sys­ 
tem of accounting and auditing 
should be adopted. 
Assessor’s Office — “Unfortunately 
for everyone concerned—the Board 
of Supervisors, the county assessor, 
and the individual taxpayer— (the 
reappraisal program, recommended 
in 1949 by the State Board of Equal­ 
ization) was not fulfilled.” 
“The net result was that after 
spending more than $44,000, it ap­ 
peared to the Board of Supervisors 
that the program was not going to 
achieve its goals, and additional 
funds to complete the project were 
denied.” 
The report continues, “After a 
lapse of three years, it is difficult 
to understand clearly all the factors 
which caused the abandonment of 
the program. But it is quite appar­ 
ent that some attitudes will have to 
be changed before assessment prac­ 
tices can be satisfactorily corrected 
m Marin county. 
“In our opinion there Is and can 
be no satisfactory substitute for 
the program recommended by the 
State Board of Equalization. 
“There needs to be a new series 
of conference among the Board of 
Supervisors, the assessor and the 
State Board of Equalization to re­ 
vive the original program,” the sur­ 
vey recommends. 
Further discussion of the assessor’s 
office is given in the report with 
the conclusion that “We neither 
wish to see the Assessor continue

Nowhere has our thinking changed 
more radically thar in cases of frac­ 
tures of the hip, sj frequent in the 
aged. Formerly, such patients were 
examined to see if it would be safe 
to operate: today, they are examined 
to see if operation can be safely de­ 
layed. 
In. other words, the value of early 
operation is now clearly understood, 
and the penalties of keeping an 
aged patient in bed for long periods 
of time thoroughly demonstrated. 
Among these are heart failure, 
pneumonia, and other serious con­ 
ditions. On the other hand, new 
surgical, techniques make operation, 
much safer than it formerly was. 
AGE NO BAR 
Studies of a group of 42 patients 
with fractured hip show that ex­ 
treme age is no bar to operations of 
this kind. Thirty of the 42 patients 
were over 72 years of age; 17 over 80, 
and one patient was 91 years old, 
Thirty-five of this group were 
operated on, 21 in less than 72 hours 
after their admission to the hospi­ 
tal, and 4 within 24. Results show-

The anesthetic should be 
the lightest possible, and. the use of 
drugs for relieving pain kept to a 
minimum., since they tend to have a 
depressing effect on vital functions, 
w hich greatly increases the chances 
of complications.

ALONG MARIN'S 
SPORTS TRAIL 


A week has gone by since the news arrived that Marin’s own 
Karl Olson had hit the big time. 
Still the subject holds the 
spotlight wherever sports fans gather in the county. 
Karl hasn’t had a real chance to prove himself yet. We’re 
convinced he’s got the stuff for the major league-Karl Olson is 
a real pro all the way around. He's shown that by his perform­ 
ance with Birmingham, Louisville, and now in a couple of 
chances with the Boston Red Sox. 
Bosox manager Steve O'Neil has seen it and sums up Olson s 
abilities with “He can do anything. Olson is a ball hawk in centerfield. 
He can run, he throws well, and hits with good power. He’s a good 
prospect” 
But big Karl has only been playing professional ball for three 
years and that isn’t a long time by today’s standards. There have 
been players who have made it to the majors in the same or shorter 
time and stuck. We’re not saying that Karl won’t stick with the 
Bosox, but we have a hunch that he will. 
If the Fairfax slugger doesn’t stay up on top his first trip, it certainly 
doesn’t mean that he’s through. Let’s look for a minute at the record 
of the man that Karl knocked off the Boston roster with his arrival, 
Walt Dropo.
